But 
if the open Bhop movement grows 
throughout the country, the only 
way it can be overcome is for orga­ 
nized labor to analyze it.

“I have hoped that Texas and Dal­ 
las would escape the open shop, With 
the divisions it will create,” he said. 
He was applauded upon remarking 
that he did not believe any organi­ 
zation has a right to tell a laboring 
man that because he is not one of 
its members he shall be denied the 
privilege of working in a certain 
city or upon a certain task. He said 
he believed labor union were the 
agency of God to uplift the masses, 
and that if all unious were operated 
correctly, P would be but a short 
time before all laborers would be 
members. 
“lf all the firms in the United 
States had a Henry Ford at their 
head, labor unions would immediate 
die, as they would be unnecessary, 
he declared. 
“But 
unfortunately 
such is not the case.” 
Troubles of Contractors. 
Arch Munn, president of the Dal­ 
las Builders’ Association, recited in 
detail labor difficulties the contrac­ 
tors had experienced. He said the 
construction work of the members 
has been interfered with no fewer 
than three times this year, mention­ 
ing the sheet metal workers’ strike, 
the sympathetic strike in the case 
of the linemen and the present dif­ 
ficulty with the 
ironworkers.

badly delayed the pickers and it is 
not unlikely that farmers will be 
gathering cotton all winter.
